Dummies Extensively Used. 

While the testimiony so far has pointed 
to Room 801 at 11 Broadway as the true 
centre of the admitted operations pf the 
German auxilary naval service in the 
Western Hemisphere, evidence brought 
out yesterday in detail the extensive 
use of dummies in connection with the 
German naval operations here. 

In the hiring of the Thor, Sommerstad, 
and Unita, it was shown that two sub- 
charterers were interposed between the 
Hamburg-American Line and the owners 
of the vessels. Coal mining companies 
and other firms and individuals, accord- 
ing to. witnesses for the Government, 
obliged the Hamburg-American Line by 
substituting themselves for the Ham- 
burg-American Line as the shippers in 
the official papers. Supplies for the 
ships, which were organized into what 
was virtually a branch of the German 
navy, were sent through several hunds, 
pecording to witnesses, before thoy 
peached the ships, so as to make it dif- 
ficult’ to trace them back to the Ham- 
_ burg-American Line. 

All this elaborate machinery, however, 
gave little aid to the German cause, ac- 
cording to the defense, which stated in 
a concession that twelve ships were em- 
ployed in the enterprise by the Ham- 
burg-American Line, ata cost of $1,- 
419;394.49,, and only one—the Berwind— 
succeeded in reaching a German war- 
ship. It carried coal, provisions, and 

room supplies worth $20,200.89, 
80 that it cost Germany $70 for every 
dollar's worth of good it succeeded in 
doing the Germany navy.

SOUVENIRS EXPLODE 
IN DR. RYAN’S BAGGAGE 


American Red Cross Chief from 
Serbia Loses. Valuable Prop- 
erty in Budapest.

LONDON, ‘Thursday, Nov. 25.—It is 
reported from Budapest that, on. Nov. 
13, an American Red Cross detachment 
from Serbia arrived at the eastern sta- 
tion on its way back to America. The 
detachment was headed by Dr. Ryan. 

As the passengers “were leaving the 
train a-terrific explosion occurred in 
one of the carriages. Inquiry showed 
that the explosion was caused by Serb- 
ian. ammunition which Dr. Ryan was 
taking with him to AmePica as a souve- 
nir. Dr. Ryan and his companions, two 
other medical men and two nurses, had 
pone pieces of luggage, which was 

carefully searched. The police later 
siated ihat, as the explosion was acci- 
dental; no further proceedings would be 
taken’ aga!nst the doctor. 

Dr. Ryan said the expiosion caused the 
destruction of interesting battle photo- 
graphs and medical instruments. The

(OF WHITE CIVILIZATION 


Also Suggests Possibility of a 
German-Ameriean' Combina- 
tion Against England,

LONDON, Nov. 24.—A league of West- 
ern civilization as a preventive against 
future war was the suggestion thrown 
out by George Bernard’ Shaw in an 
address delivered last t.. He pic- 
tured a combination of .white civilization 
from the Rockies to the Carpathians, 
otganized on a democratic basis. In this 
league he wished to. see America, France, 
England, and Germany, who would be 
joined for their own protection by Bel- 
gium-and the Scandinavian states. Eng- 
land was showing Germany, he said, that 
she had better be England’s friend than 
her enemy. 

‘“*T do not believe,’’ he said, “that 
there can be any peace in the world until 

there is peace between England, France, 
and Germany.’’ 

If England defeated Germany, decisive- 
ly, he said, the latter might try to seek a 
combination with the United States. She 
might/say to America: ‘* We have been 
beaten by the British. This terrible 
naval power we have been unable:to re- 
sist. rou see how we are penned = 
y in the same position.

WITH THE FRENCH IN SERBIA. 


British Observer Describes Strong 


Positions Held in Macedonia. 
By GEORGE RENWICK. 


Special Cable to THE NEw YORK TIMES. 
(Dispatch to The London Daily Chronicle.) 
FRENCH HEADQUARTERS, NEAR 
STRUMITZA STATION, Nov, .20.—With 
permission of General Sarrail, in com- 
mand of the French troops in the Bal- 
kans, I have spent an interesting day 
at the French front on the Belastchitza 
Mountains, in the north part of the so- 
called Doiran enclave, Southeast Serbia. 

It is a picturesque corner. This is 
Serbia’s Macedonian Ultima Thule. The 
higher mountaing to the north are Bul- 
garia. The first radiance of the white 
dawn illuminates the Kruscha Mount- 
ains to the east, and the Payik Plateau 
in the south, and these are Greece, ; 

At breakfast time General Bailloud re- 
ceived me, and placed an officer and-a 
motor car at the disposal of our small 
party, so that we might visit the French 
position to the right of the line in this 
part of the country. We sped along 
past camp after camp. Here were the 
French, there the British. The batteries 
were hidden in corners, and activity was 
every where. 

The first place to be visited wag Hill 
160, which the French took a few days 
ago after a severe fight. The towerlike 
eminence was pockmarked with shell 
holes, and shrapnel bullets could be 
picked ¥ 4 by handfuls. From there we 
crossed the Bulgarian artillery fire zone 
to reach Hill 516, which dominates the 
surrounding region. ‘‘In single file! ”’ 
the officer cried out to the little party, 
and just at that moment the enemy’s 
warm gn = began to scream overhead and 

urst on the brow of the hill to the 
south. The aim was wide or the range 
too long, ‘the shells found a harmless 
billet. on, ~vacant, bare hillside... Hill 
516 was much as it was when the 
French, a few days ago, put the Bul- 

arians out of their position there. The 

li having been thoroughly searched 
with heavy shell fire, the French took it 

lendid rush, and their losses were 
well under 150. The Bulgarians lost. at 
the lowest estimate 500. One trench half 
a dozen yards long had fifty of the 
enemy’s dead in it, and many dead were 
found on the top. Rifles were abandoned 
by the hundred, cartridges by the thou- 
sand. The Bulgars have several times 
attempted to retake the hill, but have 
been easily repulsed. ° 

A striking feature of this new - 
Pai is its complete dissimilarity to 
that of France and Flanders. There are 
no lines of elaborate trenches. The lat- 
ter consist of shallow dugouts at the 
brows of the hills and at any convenient 
spot. They are only a few yards long: 
They are broken and shrub-covered, the 
ground providing excellent cover. Little 
concealment is required, as the enemy 
is not provided with aeroplanes. ‘ 

The French positiong struck me as 
being very strong, fpough it should not 
be forgotten that the fighting in this 
campaign is as yet in the nature of 
manoeuvring for position until the defi- 
nite advance begins. 

I also visited the extrerhe right of the 
position here at Gradeets. That villege 
was carried a few days ago by a brill- 
jant French dash, and strong positions 
beyond the village were taken and con- 
solidated immediately after. During the 

day or two the fighting on the 
Cerna front has been more severe than 
elsewhere. A fierce combat in the gorge 
of the River Rajec, a tributary of the 
Cerna, marked the furthest point of the 
French advance from. the direction of 
Drenobo, on the right bank of the Cerna. 
The French, however, hold a strong 
position in the gorge and at an impor- 
tant bridge head at Toysarts. This is 
the controlling point ‘of communication 
between the strong French position on 
the heightg or Archangel, facing Grad- 
sko on the Saloniki-Nish Railway, and 
dominating the route toward Veles. To- 
day light infantry is: in possession of 
the gorge, which makes a strong posi- 
tion, though open to fire from the 
heights in possession of the enemy.

Says. His Remarks About Woman

LONDON, Nov. 24.—In severe de- 
nunciation of freedom of speech, such 
as in the recent instance of the speech 
delivered ‘by Lord St. Davids in the 
House of Lords, where he attacked the 
British Headquarters Staff, the Earl of 
Derby, who is in charge of British re-

“The man who gives information to 
the enemy,” said Lord Derby, ‘ goes by 
an ugly name, and it should be given 
just as much to a speech delivered in 
the House of Lords as to a man who 
risks his life getting information for 
the enemy.”’ . 

After stating that ‘‘no gentleman” 
would have ‘nade and no gentleman 
would believe Lord St. David’s accusa- 
tions, and subjecting Lord Ribblesdale’s 
recent utterances .to @ like denuncia- 
tion, Lord Derby spoke of recruiting. 
He said he had not come to enlist 
recruits from the Stock Exchange, but

‘“‘ At the present moment no man. has 
a right to say he is indispensable in his 
present employment,’"” he continued. 
“Apart from the numbers we will get

Men were en- 
listing in large numbers, but they must 
come in very much larger numbers dur- 
ing the next three weeks if the position 
of the voluntary system was to be made 
absolutely unassailable. 

“We are gol to win this war, what- 
ever the cost,’’ he added, ‘ but ft is no 
use making that assertion, unless every 
one does his duty at this crisis.’’ 

Regarding Lord Ribblesdale’s allega- 
tion in his recent speech that it was 
common knowledge that Lieut. Gen. Sir 
Charles Monro, commander of the Brit- 
ish expedition at the Dardanelles, had 
reported in favor of the abandonment 
of the Dardanelles campaign, Lord 
Derby said: 

“Tt am in the War Office and knew 
nothing about it. There must have been 
a second traitor to give him informa- 
tion, and we ought .to know who he !s.” 

Stung by the vitriolic criticism of his 
recent attack in the House of Lords on 
the British Headquarters Staff at the 
front, Lerd St. Davids told the Peers 
today that a wrong construction had 
been placed on his words. When he 
spoke of the visits of women at head- 
quarters he oaty had in mind a single 
visit ‘at; the begimning of the wir, ne 
said.

PARIS, Nov. 24.—After hearing Gen- 
eral Gallieni, Minister of War, today, 
the Army Committee of the Chamber of 
Deputies decided upon a call to the 
colors on. Dec. 15 of the young con- 
scripts of the Class of 1917. 

They will be sent to garrisons, then 
trained and incorporated in various regi- 
hients and services. 


The Class of 1917 comprises a con- 
tingent of 400,000 young men who in

tingent are 18 and 19 years of age,

Budapest Told of Dissension Be- 
tween Ruszky and His Subordinates. 


Serious divergence of opinion exists 
between General Ruszky, commander 
in chief of the Russian forces, and Gen- 
eral Ivanoff, one of his principal sub- 
ordinates, according to a Budapest dis- 
patch to German newspapers.

LONDON, Nov. 24.—The United States 
Embassy. was notified today by the 
Home Office that alien sailors on ships 
that touch at British ports must nave 
passports if they attempt to land. The 
notification followed the recent arrest 
of a number of Americans, members of 
the crew of the American Line steam- 
ship New York, who came ashore with- 
out passports. 

If sailors were unable to produce pass- 
ports, the Home Office notification said, 
they must remain on board ship while 
their vessels were in port. 


GIVES GERMAN SHIP LOSSES. 


One-seventh of Merchant Tonnage 
Sunk, Captured, or .Interned. 


LONDCN, Nov. 13, (Correspondence 
of The Associated Press.)—Of the 6,- 
459,296 tons of which the German mer- 
chant marine consisted at the beginning 
of the war, 230,000 tons have been cap- 
tured by the British Navy and 38,000 
tons by other Allies, while 117,000 tons 
have been sunk and 397,000 tons in- 
terned in ports of the British Empire. 
The remainder, except the few ships at 
large in the Baltic, are in German and 
neutral harbors. 

These figures were given out by Sir 
Owen Philipps, while presiding at a 
meeting of a British shipping company.

LONDON, Nov. 2%4.—A dark picture of 
conditions in Russian Poland, inciden- 
tally affording an argument against the 
necessity of providing food by charity, 
is painted in an article which will be 
published in The Times tomorrow. “A 
leading member of the so-called Polish 
Independence Party,’’ which remains in 
close touch with the Supreme Polish 
National Committee of Austrian Poland, 
is responsible for the statements. 

The Times explains that the latter 
committee created and is responsible for 
the Polish legions fighting with the 
Austro-Hungarian Army agaihst Russia, 
and says that the author of -the memo- 
randum, therefore, cannot be supposed 
to entertain. hostile bias, at least against 
Germany’s Austrian ally. 

* One of the main features of the Ger- 
man administration in Poland,” says 
the ‘memorandum, “is the attempt to 
exploit the occupied territory econom- 
ically to the utmost. Every néw regu- 
lation aims at getting as much as pos- 
sible out of the country, although the. 
German authorities try to disguise th: 
tendency in different ways. 

“It is explained by reasons of strat- 
egy, of order, of policy, ‘and even of hu- 
manity. The German authorities are 
especially anxious to give an appearance 
of humanitarianism to their: policy in 
Russian Poland.” 

The memorandum says that Berlin’s 
relief activit was short-lived. 4 
March, 1915, Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg, it says, -proclaimed hie famous 
order of reprisa] for the destruction of 
Memel (East Prussia) by the Russians, 
under which the Polish districts. were 
to answer by contributions and other 
burdens. The German press raised its 
voice against contributions for Russian 
Poland. . 

Polish Food Supplies Seized. 


By an order of April 27, the memo- 


randum continues, all grain and pota-f 


toes, after one and one-half poods 
(about fifty-five pounds) had been left 
as a supply for each inhabitant until 
harvest; were to be delivered to a Posen 
company mentioned in the order.

orandum gives !ong details of alleged 
destruction or confiscation of property. 
It says that virtually all the coal-min- 
ing ‘machinery in the district of Dom- 
brova was destroyed in the Autumn of 
1914 “ for strategical reasons,” and that 
the population. dependent on the mines, 
were made desperate thereby. 

Other incidents cited are the with- 
drawal of the Stats Bank, the absorp-' 
tion of the country’s fuel supply, the 
requisitioning of many commodities and 
of quantities of factory machinery nec- 
essary for the courtry’s industries, 
which were taken to Germany, and the 
seizure of factories and raw material 
to the value of $25,000,000 


40,000 Workmen Deported. 


Payment for requisitioned property, 
the memorandum asserts, was made & 
matter of grace on a very inadequate 
basis, and to be settled after the war. 
The worst blow is described as having 
been the inducing of skilled labor to 
go to Germany under pressure, 40,000 
persons having done so. 

As a result of the foregoing measures. 
the memorandum says, hundreds of 
thousands of working class families are 
faced with starvation; manufacturers 
are keeping many persons virtually on 
charity; and 250,000 persons in Lodz are 
living on $380,000 to $45,000 per week.

Fight to Keep Out Evidence.

The need of the additional funds was 
explained yesterday to a Timms reporter 
at the Prince George Hotel by Dr.

The 
university was compelled last year to 
turn away a considerable number of 
students, a thing which the authorities 
are determined shall not occur again.

MISSOURI CRIES FOR CLARK. 
The times are troublous for the 
Democratic: Party im Missouri; the 
spectre of the Mysterious Stranger has 
been seen fiitting around the political 
graveyards of niglits; and to CaamP 
CraBa there goed the appeal of 
frightened infancy, “ Papa! I’se cry- 
“ing. Come upstairs and see what’s 
“the matter wiv me.” He must run 
for Governor, or the Mysterious 
Stranger (Missouri’s name for a Re- 
publican victory, happily invented by 
JoHN McCUTCHEON the first time that 
rock-ribbed State dumfounded her 
Republican sisters by appearing in 
their column) will swoop down on the 
terrified Democracy and carry it 
away. 
So “the Clark-for-Governor move- 
ment is gathering strength,” The St. 
Louis Dispatch tells us, and while the 
Speaker does not want to accept it, 
“the pressure has become so strong

become convinced in time of the abso- 
lute need of adequate defense and are 
about to take measures to make all our 
possessions immune to attack. Some 
of us may be inclined to permit the 
good feeling the holiday inspires to be 
impaired by misgivings touching the 
allegations of dislike for us in foreign 
countries. There has been something 
too much of this misgiving, and we are 
getting in the way of discovering a sort 
of poor cause for pride in being “ the 
most hated nation,” but let us not in- 
dulge our national failing in the mat- 
ter of superlatives and continue to 
try, in spite of the Mability to error as 
common to nations as to men, to do 
unto others as we would have others 
do unto us. Much of this misgiving is 
engendered here in the turmoil and 
ferment of contention commion to all 
democracies. There will always be dif- 
ferénces of opinion, men will persist in 
viewing their own affairs and those of 
their neighbors from varying points of 
view until the dawn of the millennium, 
when the inhabitants of this planet 
shall become like the gods of their im- 
agining. 

. Thanksgiving Day is devoted to 
many pleasant activities in social life, 
in the pursuit of health and amuse- 
ment, but of old it was a day of heart- 
felt thanksgiving, first of all, and so it 
should always be, and especially so it 
should be this year. It is a feast, but 
why should the feast be a@ gorge? The 
markets are abundantly provided with 
provisions for the holiday table. Grave 
statisticians inform us that nearly 
$1,200,000 will be expended in this city 
today for turkey. That veritable bird 
of freedom is obtainable in huge num- 
bers, freshly slaughtered or from the 
iceboxes of the storage men, and au- 
thorities without prejudice insist that 
in either condition it is good and nour- 
ishing. There is no city better sup- 
plied with ducks, and where is better 
food for the unassuming? We note 
that the cranberry crop is inexhaust- 
ible, and that the quality of the_celery 
in'the markets is all that it should bé. 
As for the oysters from the Chesa- 
peake or from nearer home, they are 
now, as always, the best oysters in the 
world. If one avoids the jellies which 
contain ‘glucose and phosphoric acid 
and the cider adulterated with benzo- 
ate of soda, and controls his appetite, 
he may well make his Thanksgiving 
dinner oné of the day’s blessings; but 
there are other and greater ones to be 
borne in mind. Today should be a day 
for the expression of general and sin- 
cere gratitude. ‘

MR. TAFT ON THE COMMON 
SCHOOLS. 

The address of Mr. Tart before the 
New York Teachers’ Association at 
Rochester yesterday was instinct with 
that common sense, ‘frankness, dis- 
like of sham, and generous public 
spirit which are characteristic of him. 
What he said about the public schools 
and their deficiencies and faults is 
what a multitude of parents must be 
thinking. The intelligence of the 
electorate is indispensable in a coun- 
try which the people rule. The 
Américans pay lavishly for their 
public school system. In the speech 
of politicians it has become a sort of 
fetish, ignorantly worshipped. But 
do the common schools, the limit of 
most American educations,. furnish a 
sound, accurate, and thorough pri- 
mary education? Why are so many 
of their graduates unable to spéll cor- 
rectly, to write a tolerable ‘letter? 
Why do so many business mén ¢com- 
plain of the quasi-illiteracy of em- 
ploy6és fresh from thé public schools? 
Why are slovenly English and “ bad 
gtamar” s0 common? These and 
similar questions have been asked’ 
over and over again. 

Sometimes {t seems as if the pioneer 
schools of which Mr. Tar speaks, the 
“little red schoolhouses” of more 
primitive econditions,. antedating the 
flood of theories wherein modern 
éducation is submerged, were moré 
successful ‘than somé of their sup- 
posedly better equipped successors. 
To “read, write, and cipher,” to 
know thoroughly “thé three R’s,” 
rathe? looked down upon by the more 
learned pedagogues of today, to have 
committed to memiory the pieces of 
good litératuré in sorhe dog-eared old 
“ Preceptor” or “ Réader,” to Know 
well in summafy American history— 
wasn’t the scaht education of our 
gtandfathers and great-grandfathers 
an excellent one? Théy didn’t know 
much, but what they knew they 
knew well. They were mastérs of the 
fundamentals, Their memories were 
enriched with somé hoble poétry and 
prose. Theit attention was not dis- 
tracted by & multitude of studies and 
books. Nearer to the heroi¢ origins 
of the United States, their patriotism 
was instinctive, ardent, needed no, 
stimulation of flags and flag days. 

The moderns roam over more sub- 
jeets, aré taught according to this and 
that pedantry of system and téiminol-

known fact that so many ‘college stu- 
dents never have learned in. school, 
and so will never learn, to spell; the 
want of frigid discipline, the indul- 
gence of parents and their refusal to 
support the teacher's authority. A 
schoo] is not—or should not be—a re- 
public, he wisely safes. Here are 
children, between 6 and 1¢.. They 
should be mede to obey, learn to 
“mind.” Do they? Is not “ Parents, 
obey your children” an American 
comman dment? American children 
do too much as they please. They 

aren’t made to work hard enough in 
school. Hither they loaf or they are 
victims of a sterile system that frit- 
ters away their time. German chil- 
dren of the same age are three or 
four years ahead of them. The school 
course is too large, Mr. Tart thinks, 
and plenty of folks think with him. 
There is no sufficient drill. English 
is not beaten—if this corporal word is 
admissible—into the heads of the 
pupils. Some School Trustees and 
County Superintenderits are not too 
literate. 

A hundred true and admirable 
things Mr. Tart says, The want of 
manners in so many school children 
is a matter worth dwelling upon. 
Why, to be “ démoacratic,”, must you 
be rude? Courtesy, consideration for 
others, should begin, must begin, in 
childhood. Mr, Tart wouldn’t have 
manners taught in the schools, but 
they can be taught by precept and 
example. We like to think of those 
“old world” lads and lasses of Co- 
lonial days who used to courtesy, 
“make a leg” before their pastors 
and schoolmasters. Respect for age, 
where has it gone? Very likely the 
fault is in the home, All the more 
need for the school to remedy it. 

It was a favorite theory of the late 
CHARLES Francis ADAMs that a child 
should be made to study what it 
doesn’t like. An aversion to mathe- 
matics, for instance, marks a mental 
deficiency or laziness that should be 
corrected by the study of mathe- 
matics. Mr. Tart shares this theory, 
for which there is much to be said. 
But nowadays a child is a spoiled 
child. Don’t make the poor dear do 
anything he doesn’t pine for. Coddle 
him, offer the sweetest candy of 
“education” to him, kindergarten 
him long after the kindergarten age. 
Our grandfathers were made of stern- 
er stuff. Jack had to work hard. 
Education was labor, not pastime and 
prettiness. 

All these censures of the public 
schools are necessarily general; and 
local exception to them may be taken 
by every community that is satisfied 
with its schools. The essence of Mr. 
Tarr’s criticisms is sound. As to his 
suggestion of supervision and com- 
patison of schools and issuance of 
teachers’ certificates by a magnified 
Bureau of Education at Washington, 
those of us who don’t yéarn for any 
more Federal fingers in the State pie 


may not be enthusiastio.

It means that if the United States declares 
war on your native Jand, no matter for 
what reason, it will be your duty to fight 
against those of your Own Fruce oF blood— 
and it will be treason, ‘punishable by death, 
If you give them aid or comfort. : 

This is certainly strong language, and 
it will be interesting to see what natural- 
ized citizens; if any, either deny its’ ac- 
curacy or in one or another way indicate 
that the statement constitutes a resented 
condemnation of their own activities and 
their own notion of what they owe the 
country of their voluntary adoption. 

The point on which Justice DvenporF 
took occasion to dwell was that of vote- 
selling, as among the basest of crimes. 
As to that The Utioa Observer notes that 
native-born as well as foreign-born citt- 
zens have been known to sell yotes, and 
that the buyer of them is usually of 
the former class, ‘‘ but the hyphenated 
American cannot say that America put 
the hyphen in his name. That is an ex-

preserved, while performing the curious 
ceremonies marking his formal accession 
to the throne, the mental attitude—the 
sense all through them of doing some-~- 
thing deeply solemn and highly important 
~with- which his predecessors, including 
his own father,. presumably, went 
through the same long series of ancient 
rites. In his education there must have 
been a considerable amount of modern- 
ity, and it may be that he views the old 
tales as to the origin of his family much

a8 do those of his subjects who have 


acquired so thoroughly the learning and 
ideas of Western civilization. 

If so the gravity with which he has 
invoked the shades of divine ancestors 
as he stood before their tombs may have 
been largely; or even wholly, for its real 
or supposed effect on that great part of 
the Japanese population which is still 
more or less sincerely faithful to the old 
conceptions of the royal family as es- 
sentially different from common mortals, 
To be too nearly sure of this, however, 
would not be safe. It is not only in 
Japan that belief in the super-humanity 
of Kings still lingers—especially among 
the Kings themselves. ; 

The Kaiser, distinctly modern man as 
he is in so many respects, holds opinions 
hardly less antiquated-as to his place in 
the cosmos than are those which the 
Japanese Emperor has seemed to be pro- 
fessing through the many days of stately 
‘Mtualistic exercises, and the way the 
German talks about his progenitors is 
not, after all, so unliké what the Jap- 
anese has been saying in the temples 
visited -by him and his suite of great 
nobles. And- we are misled and con- 
fused, perhaps, by the inaccuracy that 
lies in the word: ‘* worship,’’ as applied 
to the cult of ancestors in the Bast 
Those who know most on the subject-say 
that the devotion shown is not worship, 
as we understand it, but rather a re- 
spectful recognition of heredity as in- 
fluencing the living. 

Possibly, though not probably, the Dm- 
peror of Japan keeps up the antique 
rites for about the same reasons that 
sotmie not altogether dissimilar still mark 
the coronation of an English King—and 
the installation of London’s Lord Mayor, 
for that matter—not because he thinks 
them of momentous consequence, but 
because it is simple, easy, and in some 
respects pleasing, to go on doing things 
that always have been doné, even after 
their emptiness is known.

A WRITTEN LANGUAGE: 


Merely a Record In Black and White 
of Sounds the Tongue Has Uttered. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Percy Fridenberg—the spelling -of whose 
own last name is an excéllent example of 
‘' Jonnescu becomes Johnson for the sake of 
simplicity ’—writes against any attempt ty 
make Hnglish spelling phonetic,.@nd predicts, 
without ‘adducing any reasons, dire disaster 
if we should advance on such a path. . His 
letter afforded me much amusement, for his 
position is neither rational nor logical, but 
merely the instinctive groping of a Tory 
temperament. 

And when this gertleman alleges the diffi- 
culty of deciding which standard of pronun- 
ciation shall’ rule if spelling become pho- 
netic, he is indeed chasing @ chimera. It 
does seem. queer that no similar difficulty 
arises in German, whose Bavarian, Berlinese, 
Westyhalian, and. Austridn pronunciations 
differ far more from each other than de ours 
as betwéen Atlanta, Chicago, at Oxford. 

‘When he says that Italian and Spanish are 
characterized by ‘‘ pronouncing them as. they 
ate written’ rather than ‘‘ writing them ase 
they are pronounced,”” he is simply showing 
his ignorance. When will men of his type 
come to understand that written language is 
only a record of spoken language? They ought 
to he aware that spelling ts not an exhibit 
in a historical museum, but simply.a nota- 
tion for sounds.

The music of a tongue 
resides in its sounds, in them alone, It sure

Street, where they had taken possession 
and driven out his butler and several 
maids. 

rouceman Maguire got up beside the 
chauffeur, and the party drové to Har- 
perly Hall, where, on the fttth ‘floor, 
Maguire found the butler and maids 
gathered in the hai! outside the Alprigat 
apartment. Within were Mrs. Joseph 
saufman, a pretty young woman of 23, 


and a woman of middle age, who ‘pran- | 


dished something long -. and’ slender, 
wrapped in paper, but looking like a 
norsewhip. 

At sight, of the policeman Mrs. Kauf- 
man agreed to leave, and, with.’ her 
bodyguard, whom she introduced as ‘her 
maid, she followed the policeman 16 the 
‘sidewalk. ‘Then. she insis on going 
to the station, where she. ola.

NEW RAILROAD RULE 
TO EASE CONGESTION |: 


Lines to Eastern Ports Cut Free 
Storage in Cars from Thirty 
Days to Fifteen. 


The problem of relieving the freight 
congestion on the railroads entering 
New York and other prominent Eastern 
ports was taken up yesterday by the 
traffic officials of all the roads affected 


at a meeting called by the Trunk Line 
Association. An agreement considered 
of great importance by the railroad men 
was reached after a five-hour conference. 

In accordance with this agreement, 
which goes into effect Jan. 1, 
shippers sending freight destined . for 
export will be charged demurrage if 
their. shipments are not released from 
the railroad cars or from the railroad’s 
he ht terminals within fifteen days. 

er the present rule no demurrage is 
formed for thirty days. 

The new ruling will sot apply to freight 
which is billed to_a foreign port on a 
through bill of lading. Nor will it ap- 
ply to grain shipments, for which a 
special provision of ten days for free 
storage has nm made. The exception 
made for through ireight, however, is 
not regarded as material, since ‘the 
great.part of freight is consigned to the 
ports free on board and is there trans- 
ferred to ships by agents of the ship- 
pers. 

New York City, of course, is most af- 
fected by this ruling, because the con- 

gestion is worst here.. The other ports 
orrected are Boston, P Sete ig te Bal- 
timore, Norfolk, and. Newport News. All 
of the railroads entering these ports are 
subject to the provision, including: the 
New York Central, the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford, the Erie, Delaware, 
Lackawanna & ‘Western, Lehigh Valley, 
Baltimore & Ohio, Chesapeake & Ohio, 
Central Railroad of New Jersey, Read- 
ing, and Pennsylvania. 

n, changing the free storage provi- 
sion from thirty days to fifteen days 
the trunk lines met the request of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. Rail- 
road men denied yesterday. that formal 
request had been made by the commis- 
sion, but the attitude of the commission 
was well known. On several. occasions 
it reminded the roads that. they were 
very liberal with their free storage 
privileges for export freight.

HEED IRON ORE MENACE. 


Wilson and Roosevelt Interested In 
Baltimore Editor’s Warning. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, Nov, 24.—President 
Wilson and ex-President Roosevelt, in 
letters to Richard H. Edmonds, editor 
of The Manufacturers’ Record, express 
deep interest in Mr. Edmonds’s conten- 
tion that national preparedness would 
face a menace in the existing iron and 
steel conditions. Mr. Edmonds points 
out that 86 per cent. of the entire iron 
output of the nation comes from the 
Lake Superior district and that the 
lake region furnishes about 90 per cent. 
of the pig iron of the country and 
nearly 95 per cent, of the steel. In 
the event of war he says about 2,500,000 
tons imported annually from foreign 
countries might be on off, and if the 
Soo Canal should be destroyed or cap- 
tured or the iake district invaded, there 
would be a collapse tn steel and iron, 
Withcut steel, he points out, armies 
and navies would be without value and 
railroads would be useless. Mr. Hd- 
monds urges that new iron fields be 
put into operation immediately.

Discusses Board’s Power. 


The question is, Has the Federal Re- 
serve Board the power to abolish any 
of the existing Federal reserve districts 
established by the Organization Com- 
mittee as hereinabove described? 

As there can be only one Federal re- 
serve bank in a district, a‘district can 
not ‘be abolished without abolishing a 
bank. Therefore, inseparably linked 
with the question first stated is the 
further question, Has the Federal Re- 
serve Board the power toa abolish a 
Federal reserve bank? 

And since, concededly, the power to 
abolish a Federal reserve district or < 
Federal Reserve, I bank is not easter in 
express terms, the question finally be- 
comes, Is it to be aphied from. other 
provisions of the act that Congress in- 
tended to confer that power? 

The counsel of the board held not, 
in an opinion dated March 1, 1915, Sub- 
sequently, Mr. Joseph H. Cotton of New 
York was consulted and he reached the 
opposite — in an opinion ‘dated 

ov. 19, 

The Federal reserve banks are not 
banks in the ordinary sense. They are 
banks composed of banks. They touch 
the business life of the nation in its 
most sensitive spot. Of all the proc- 
esses of business, theirs is perhaps the 
most delicate. 

In ve sig ros 
tended bv impli 
the Federal eserve Board power to 
abolish one or more of these institutions, 
it is proper to consider that if the power 
exists at all it may be exercised not only 
now but at any time in the future. Cer- 
tainly it was the expectation of Con- 
gress that the Federal Reserve Banks 
would exter.d their roots deep; that 
upon them, as a foundation, permanent 
banking arrangements better than any 
we have ever known would be con- 
structed, and that they would become 
interwoven with the business fabric of 
the country 

If these ‘ee viatbatiege shall be realized, 
and in this discussion we must assume 
that they will be, the abolition of one 
or more of the Federal Reserve Dis- 
tricts, and consequentl of one or 
more of the Federal eserve Banks, 
whether for better or for worse, would 
profoundly affect the currents of trade 
and alter the whole face of business 
throughout vast sections of the coun- 
try, to say nothing of the effect upon 
the investments of member banks and 
perhaps of tho yublic, in the capital 
stocks of reserve banks. 

It must be acknow:edged that the 
power to do such a thing is, to borrow 
@ phrase of the Saereme Court, “a 
power of supreme d pecacy and impor- 
tance,’’ and I am of the opinion that the 
failure to confer such a power in ex- 
press terms would be regarded by the 
.courts as virtually conclusive that Con. 
gress did not intend it to be exercised 
except by itself. 


Cites Commerce Board Decision. 


A leading case in point is Interstate 
Commerce Commission vs. Railway 
Company 167 U. 8S. 479, There the ques- 
tion was whether the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, when it found a par- 
ticular rate to be unreasonable, was 


given the power by the act to regulate 
commerce as originally enacted, to pre- 
scribe what should be a reasonable rate’ 
for the future. As in the present in- 
stance, the power in question was not 
expressly ven, but the commission

The only grounds upon which a power 
may be implied are thus lacking here.

Relied on Nation’s Good Faith. 


The Federal Reserve Banks were or- 
ganized, their capital subscribed, and 
large obligations undertaken by them 
on the faith of that express assurance 
and in the expectation of enjoying that 
right. 

Manifestly, to imply a-power in the 
Federal Reserve Board to abolish Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks at will would direct- 
ly conflict with the rights and powers 
expressly conferred upon ‘these banks 
by this section.
